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EUROPE. 

[.ON don, Oct. 13. — Ingestre Hall 
was completely gutted. The loss is 
estimated at £500,000. 

Dublin, Oct. 13. — The United Ire- 
land says that Farnell lias cabled 
Mooney, President of tho National 
Land League in America, that he will 
at tho conference advise the adoption 
of a prudent, though firm policy, 
strictly maintaining the original pro 
gramme and abolition of back rents, 
pending attainment of the peasant 
propriety. The same paper also says 
it believed that this expresses the unan- 
imous opinion of the Irish leaders, and 
declares the foolish chatter about din- 
sention absolutely baseless. 

Berlin, Oct. 13. — The reason of 
Prof. Gnist for declining re-election to 
the Prussian Lantag was that, in view 
of party differences respecting the 
commercial and (iscal policy there waH 
no place for him to take any beneficial 
share in legislation. The re election of 
all members is considered certain. 
Petitions in favor of the duty on vege- 
tables and an increase of duties on corn 
and cattle have been forwarded to the 
Government from many quarters, but 
they, so far, have met with but little 
attention. The immense influence of 
opening of the St. Gothard Railway 
upon the importation of cattle and ce- 
reals from Italy and the Levant, how- 
ever, gives serious importance to the 
question considered. 

St. PETERSBt'UO, Oct. 13. — It is 
persistently rumored that Count Tosl- 
stoi, ihe Minister of the Interior, and 
Bunz, Minister of Finance, will resign, 
and Count Peter SchouvalotT and Aba- 
sa will probably succeed them. 

Berne, Oct. 13.— -The result of the 
inquiry into recruiting men for .Egypt 
in the gendarmerie is that the allthori* 
tios do not object to the departure of 
those who have no occupation. 

Cairo, Oct. 13.— The following Pa- 
shas will be arraigned with Arabi Pa- 
sha for trial: Toulba, Eli Felling, 
Mahmoud, Fching, Abdallah, Samy, 
Toulba Yakoof, Omar, Rahmy ami 
Ali lianby, and, it is said, Bey Gan- 
deel. Tho list of prisoners awaiting 
court-martial has been handed to the 
British Consul General. It contains 
113 names, exclusive of prisoners in 
the provinces, who number 30. 

General Allison has been appointed 
to the chief command of the army of 
occupation. Generals llainley and 
Willis have sailed for linglaild. 

Alexandria, Oct. 11. — Four natives 
were executed t his morning at Dannenhour 
for murder. 

Cairo, Oct. 11. — Arabi Pasha believes 
Ilia life is in danger. There has been cer- 
tain incidents which might demoralize the 
Circassians guarding him. The khedive 
has been heard to say that he would like 
to administer to Arabi a cup of bad coffee, 
and the khedive has remarked that ho 
and Arabi could not live in the same 
country. 

Special Commissioner Ismail Pasha and 
Enoba, appointed to prosecute all acts of 
rebellion by military or civilians, held a 
sitting and interrogated Gandel, late pre- 
fect of Alexandria, who denied the charge 
made against him of having distributed 
bludgeons to Arabs. 

A company of the highland brigade 
have been ordered to Tel-el-Kebir to re- 
pair the graves of British soldiers. 

A committee, sitting at Tantah with 
closed doors, are investigating outrages 
committed in other parts of Egypt during 
the rebellion. 

A shell burst at Gabara wounding four 
natives. 

Much dissatisfaction exists among tho 
officers and men of British rogiments in 
Egypt nt tho singling out by Con. Wolse- 
ley of tho Royal Irish for special mention 
in his dispatch of Sept. 14th to the war 
office giving his report of tho battle at 
Tel-el-Kebir. 

Tho breach between the khedive and 
the sultan is widening and is likely to 
load to an open rupture. Tho sultan has 
forbidden any recruiting for tho khedive's 
future bodyguard. 

There is n rapid influx of former French 
officials. They expect to bo reinstated, 
but their posts will probably be abolished 
or filled with natives. Tho return of 
these officials is believed to bo the result 
of an order of tho French, consul general. 

A native paper in Alexandria statos tho 
strength of tho Egyptian army will be 
10,000 infantry; cavalry and artillery. 
Oflicors and soldiers suspected of partici- 
pating in tho revolt will not bo admitted 
and tho officers will all be Turks or Cir- 
cassians. 

Rome, Oct. 10. — The prime minister, 
addressing his constituents of Stiodolla, 
said that Italy had always roniaincd faith- 
ful to tho concert cf powers. With re- 
gard to Franco all trace of recent events 
would bo ofl'iiced. Tho approaching ap- 
pointment of ambassadors would seal a 
reciprocal good fooling between tho two 
countries. Ho said tho rolatioiiB of Italy 
with England woro excollont. Docu- 
ments which he preaentod in parliament 
would show that the acceptance by Italy 
of the invitation to intervene in Egypt 
would not have boon consistent with her 
international duties , 

London, Oct. 10.— At a .conference of 
delegates' representing 28,000 colliers, it 
was resolvad to give notico to employes

1. No person shall keep in any tvo<id»Mt 
shod or building on storage or (or side 
any Petroleum, Coal Oil, Napthu, Burn- 
ing Fluid or other combustible matter in 
| quantities greater than 50 gallons, if eon- 
| tained in wooden casks, or 100 gallons if 
| stored in metal cases, without a License 
from the Corporation. 

'J. No person without such License 
I shall keep in any brick or stone building 
I any of t he aforesaid articles in quantities 
greater than 260 gallons if contained in 
, wood, or 1,000 gallons'if stored in metal 
' cases. 

j 3. Every License bIiiiII specify the 
building, street or locality, and the quan- 
tity in gallons of the combustible arti- 
cles before mentioned which may be stor- 
ed therein. 

<1. The premises in or upon which any 
of tho fJombtisiiblo articles aforesaid shall 
be stored shall be open at all times to the 
inspection of the Corporation or its 
Officers. 

5. The Corporation may, before any 
License shall be granted as aforesaid, re- 
cinire audi precautions to bo taken against 
lire as I hey uny deem necessary. 

',. No pui'Min -hall remove on any dray , 
carl, waggon or other vehicle any com- 
bustible matter in quantities greater than 
250 gallons at any one time. 

7. Any person or persons refusing or 
neglecting to comply with any of tho pro- 
vision or requirements of this Bylaw, or 
guilty of any infraction thereof, shall 
upon conviction thereof bo subject to a 
lino of not less than &5 or more than 850. 

8. Every penalty imposed by this By- 
law may, together with tho costs of con- 
viction, bo recovered in a summary man- 
nor before tho Police .Magistrate, or any 
Justice of the Peaco having jurisdiction 
within the limits of the City of Victoria, 
and may be levied by distress and salo of 
tho goods and chattels of tho offender; 
and in default of payment of snch penalty 
and costs, then by imprisonment of such 
offender for any term not exceeding one 
calendar month in ono of Her Majesty's 
gaols. 

This Bylaw may be cited ns the " Pot- 
roieum Bylaw, 1892."

^^RUINED BY FOREIGNERS." 

Arubi Pasha luis boon "interviewed" 
by an American correspondent and laid 
the responsibility of the ruin of Egypt on 
foreigners and the canal. He said, "the 
foreigners came here against our will, 
and under the pretense of educating and 
civilizing us, robbed us and maltreated 
us. After having obtained a footing in 
the land by our forbearance, tho English, 
more than others, considered Egypt as 
their own and the Egyptians as their in- 
feriors and slaves. The great curse, how- 
ever, of my country has been tho Suez 
Canal. Cursed was the hour in which it 
was conceived. Cursed was the Sultan 
that signed its treaty. Cursed was tho 
Khedive that sanctioned it. But above 
all, cursed be that evil spirit, De Lesseps 
who carried it out. If 1 only had that 
traitor here in this room for two minutes! 
But never mind — this is irrelevant. Mo- 
hammed Ah Pasha, the founder of mod- 
ern Egypt, foresaw this trouble, and for 
that reason never would hear of the canal 
being built. On the contrary, he was 
wont to say to those who were importun- 
ing him for permission to make it that he 
did not need a razor with a jeweled han- 
dle with which to cut his own throat. 
The words of the lato Kadri Pasha, the 
Sultan's personal friend, are well known 
to Orientals. You remember that when 
the treaty had been signed for tho Suez 
Canal by the Sulan, old Kadri said: 'Sire, 
you are giving the English the key of out- 
door. ' Through the canal Egypt has lost 
millions. For the canal she is millions in 
debt. The canal gives the powers cause to 
interfere in our state, and to 
this very canal do I owe tho 
mill that has just overtaken my party." 
Arabi then proceeded to give a sketch of 
tho immense sums tho Egyptians earned 
from tho transportation of travelers and 
merchandise before the construction of 
tho canal, and bewailed the loss of these 
revenues. He also gave a sketch of the 
war, and concluded as follows: "It has 
been said that General Wolsuley has re- 
fused to see me, and I authorized you to 
say it is not true. ' Without my asking 
for an interview he has been hero twice 
to see mo. You can toll t ho American 
people that 1 thank them for their sym- 
pathy with mo and with my cause, and 
that those of us who will escape tho e.v 
ecutioner will emigrate to their land of 
freedom, but not as beggars, as the ma- 
jority of us are well-to-do gentlemen. 
Abdul Kerim Pasha El Zahar, vice presi- 
dent of the Cairo university, a great 
scholar and a wealthy gentleman, know- 
ing Engliah thoroughly, has volunteered 
to go to America next month at hia own 
exponso and make preparations for tho 
Egyptian emigration. He is well known 
at all the European courts, and has many 
friends among learned men in the United 
States, who have offered him every en- 
couragement. On receipt of his report 
many Egyptian families will go to the 
New World, as if thoy remain here they 
will be cruelly persecuted for having as- 
:erted their rights; besides which they 
will have the advantage of studying a 
form of government which will be useful 
to our country in a few years. Neither I 
nor any of my friends have benefited our 
positions by the war, which we could 
easily have done, as everything was at 
our disposal; and I am proud to say that 
wo are poor, and that we have given 
proofs of the possibility of this country 
having an honest government without the 
aasistunco of British officials." 

THE MACNAMEE LIBEL SUIT. 

Contrary to tho weight of evidence and 
the charge of tins judge, tho jury in this 
groat suit found for tlio defendant, Whe- 
lan of the Montreal Post. The charge 
against McNamee was that ho had estab- 
lished the order of Fenians in Canada, 
and that he aold the secrets of the order 
to tho government and caused tho convic- 
tion of several members of the secret or- 
ganization. Under this charge he must 
rest henceforth. Tho Montreal co-- 
respondent of the Toronto Af«i7 says: 
"The exciting topic of discussion here to- 
day was the verdict in the great libol suit, 
which tcok everyone by surprise, even 
tho defendant himself. The very best 
he expected under the circumstances was 
a disagreement of tho jury. The state- 
ment that a compromise was under con- 
sideration was perfectly true, but the in- 
itiative was admittedly not from the re- 
presentative of tho Post or his lawyer, 
but from tho plaintiff in a moment of 
generosity, when Mr. McNamee, his law- 
yers and everybody olso were cognizant 
of the fact that the defence had collapsed. 
The junior counsel for defendant, Mr. 
Doherty, acknowledges that he offered to 
publish an apology to Mr. McNamee, and 
pay §800 towards the latter'a costs for a 
settlement of the case, after tho plaintiff 
stated he did not want to be vindictive. 
The amount of costs demanded by Mr. 
McNarnee's representative was $2500. 
This Mr. Doherty rofused. Still, a meet- 
ing was appointed to be held between 
Messrs. McMaater, Q. C, for McNamee, 
and Doherty, for Whelan, to endeavor to 
come to an amicable arrangement. It ap- 
pears, however, that defendant and his 
adviser changed their mind in the mean- 
time and decided to stand by the verdict, 
whatever it might be, with tho result al- 
ready known. There is but one opinion 
among lawyers and tho public, except 
thoso blinded by prejudice, that the ver- 
dict was astoundingly against the evidence 
adduced in substantiation of the charges. 
The defendant himself admits in a tele- 
gram to his friends in Ottawa that his 
witnesses went back upon him, and this 
is tho aimplo truth of the whole matter. 
A public official, who it is said gave the 
defendant information that he could make 
a startling disclosure regarding plaintiff, 
was the most emphatic witness for clear- 
ing Mr. McNamoo from the odious stain 
of receiving blood money from the gov- 
ernment for betraying hin dspes. The 
conduct of the case by the lawyers on 
both sides i s well thoug ht of." 

EFFECT OF THE VICE-REGAL 
VISIT. 

The visit of the MarquiB of Lome and 
Princess Louise to British Columbia is 
just now directing much attention to the 
Pacific Province and her proapects. The 
Daily News publishes an article on British 
Columbia contending that as incorpor- 
ation with the Dominion has been followed 
by tho adoption of protection tho Pro- 
vince has suffered matorially. Probably, 
however, when tho Canadian Pacific is 
completed the advantages gained will fully 
compensate for tho loss.

Salter 
and Wilmot H. Ward were this afternoon 
arraigned before- U. S. Commissioner 
Bundy charged with attempting to unlaw- 
fully obtain possession of the distinctive 
paper used in printing revenue stamps 
and currency in the bureau of engraving 
and printing through the bribery of em- 
ployes. 

Evassville, Ind., Oct. 11. — The mob 
which took Hume Redman from the jail 
and lynched him last night were opposed 
in every possible way by the jailer and 
sheriff, but were not deterred by the ac- 
tual firing of pistols in their mjdst. They 
said, when ordered to halt, "Wo aro from 
Posey county and came after Redman, 
and wo are going to have him." When 
the mob had full possession of the mur- 
derer they placed him a buggy, which was 
at once overthrown by a wagon dashing 
into it. They then decided to kill him 
on tho spot, and one dealt him a powerful 
blow on the head, felling him to the 
ground. A large lorcu of police arrived 
at this point and opened fire on the mob, 
which retreated firing. The tiring was 
lively, and none of the lawless mob could 
be captured. The result, of the battle 
was that Redman was killed. Over 24 
balls wore in his body. David Murphy, 
brother-in-law of the murdered woman, 
was also killed. Tho .mob separated 
quickly when Murphy fell.

An era in the progress of Ottowa was 
marked by the formal opening on Satur- 
day of the Canada Atlantic Railway ex- 
tending from that city to Coteau Land- 
ing. The new road considerably short- 
ens the route from Ottawa to Montreal, 
and operates in opposition to the Canada 
Pacific. 

Belle River, Sept. 30. — While bor- 
ing for water to-day on tho Nelson Alous- 
soau, two inilua front Belle River village, 
and a depth of 87 feel had been reached, 
the augur was blown up, and oil of first- 
class quality spurted out. A sample of 
it was brought into the village and it is 
pronounced to be a splendid oil for ma- 
chinery, being very clean, li also burns 
well.

He gives 
this timely warning: — "It will first be fell 
in the northern Pacific, and will cross 
the meridian of Ottawa at noon (five 
o'clock p. in. London time, of March 
11th, 1883. No vessel smaller than a 
Cunarder will lie able to live in this tem- 
pest. India, the south of Europe, Eng- 
land, and especially the North American 
continent will be the theatre of its rava- 
ges As all the low-lands on tho Atlantic 
will be submerged, I advise shipbuilders 
to place their prospective vessels high 
upon the stncks, and farmers having 
loose valuables as hay, cattle, etc., to 
lemovo them to a place of safety. 1 beg 
further most respectfully to appeal to the 
Honorable Minister of Marine, that lie 
will peremptorily order up all the storm 
drums on the Canadian coast not later 
than the 20lh of February, and thus pre- 
vent any vessel leaving harbor. If this 
is in.it done hundreds of lives will he 
lost, and millions worth of property de- 
stroyed. 

The committee entrusted with the task 
of erecting a monument to the memory 
,.f the late Hon. George Blown, on Wed- 
nesday, resolved to place the work in the 
hands of Mr. Birch, A. It. A. of Lon 
don, England The statute is to be of 
bronze 10 feet high, and the cost will be

MUEDER AND 

- A . Tsrri'ole Orimo Brought to Light in 
"Wisconsin. 



Waupaca, (Wis.), October 9. — A 
daring murder and bank robbery oc- 
curred here last night. Mr. Mead was 
a wealthy banker who had been in 
business here for thirty years. He was 
a bachelor of 00, and slept in the bank 
and boarded at a hotel. This morning 
he failed to appear at breakfast, and al 
dinnertime a messenger, who was sent 
to the bank, fouud it locked, doing 
to a back w indow he discovered that 
the wire screen had been cut and a 
window let down from the top. Mead 
was lying in a pool of blood on the 
floor. An investigation showed that 
his face ami head were horribly 
mangled with shot, as if both barrels 
of a double-barreled shotgun had been 
discharged at him from short range. 
It is supposed that the assassins shot 
him from the window while he was 
sitting at a table writing. The safe 
has not been locked, and the assassins 
carried off several thousand dollars in 
currency, gold and bonds. The exact 
amount is not known. There is no 
clue to the murderers. The coroner's 
jury rendered a verdict in accordance 
with the above fact.-.. 

The bank- is a one-story wooden 
building, the front room being for 
bank business. In the rear room was 
the sleeping apartment of the murd- 
ered man. Not live feet from where 
his bed stands is a window, without 
bars, and the sill is about, live feel 
from the ground. In the room Mr. 
Mead has slept and almost lived for 
twenty-five years, having no children 
or wife. ifis peril was often men 
tioned to him, and his answer was that 
he never harmed any one in his life, 
and thai if it was his money they 
want oil it would not be necessary to 
kill him. When discovered the banker 
lay midway between the window and 
door leading into the business part of 
the building, his right arm under his 
body and his right leg thrown across 
the left. The wound was caused by a 
discharge from a shotgun loaded very 
heavily with tine shot. 

RARE STJIlGER-r. 

Part of a Rabbit'a Byo Transplanted 
into that of a Man. 

( I'hiloilelpliia 1'iiss.) 
An unusual and interesting operation 
was performed Friday in the amphitheatre 
of Jefferson college hospital. Tho opera- 
tion was performed hy Mr. W. L. Little, 
chief of the eye clinic, and will no doubt 

tut it entirely successful. It consisted 

in transplanting the conjunctiva (which 
is the layer of tissue forming the inner 
lining of the lids, and reflected on to tho 
eyeball) of a rabbit into the eye of a man 
who was brought into the hospital a 
couple of months ago suffering from a se- 
vere burn that had entirely destroyed his 
sight. He is a young Irishman named 
Michael MeMullen, 28 years old, just 
over from tho old country a few months, 
a strong, well-formed, healthy fellow, but 
as helpless as a child in his blindness. 
Sin rtly after coming over he secured em- 
ployment in a large chemical works, and 
while handling strong sulphuric acid tho 
fluid splashed over ids face and head, 
burning him terribly and suddenly and 
completely blinding him. The right eye 
was destroyed entirely, and the left one 
so injured that anchyloblepharon resulted; 
that is, the lids grew fast to the ball, the 
burn having destroyed most of tho con- 
junctiva. It was decided by a consulta- 
tion of the surgeons to resort to this rare 
operation, with the hopn of restoring the 
ball and lids to their normal condition, 
and afterward of seeming sight to the 
injured lefw eye. Dr. Little, after some 
trouble succeeded in getting a healty buck 
rabbit, a large line follow of the lop-ear 
variety. He was fastened firmly to an 
apparatus used in experimenting on ani- 
mals, and ether being administered to the i 
man and rabbit, both were soon under I 
the influence of the autosthetic. Dr. 
Little, assisted by I.Irs, ll. F. Ifansell, 
Wright and C. M. Wilson, soon had tho 
u-yelid of the man loose from its firm ad- 
hesion to the ball and ready for the now 
piece of conjunctiva which Dr. L. W. 
Fox. assisted by Dr. Ad. llewson, had 
carefully and skillfully dissected from 
the loft eye of the unconscious rabbit. 
Tho part, still warm and bleeding, was 
rapidly transferred to the under surface 
of tha man's eyelid and neatly stitched to 
its place. Ho was then removed to the j 
ward up stairs, and it is hoped that in a | 
fow days the wound will be ontiroly 
healed. That much being accomplished 
another different operation will be re- 
lorted to that will most likely restore to 
the man the invaluable blessing of sight.

In explanation of the above we desire 
to say that tho old plan of charging for 
the gross weight of the case, as if it were 
all gold, worked well enough as long as 
the manufacturers were content with tho 
amount of brass and steel actually re- 
quired in its construction; but when the 
business was degraded into a contest as 
to who should get the must base metal 
into tho least quantity of gold and call it 
a Gold case, then the time fcame when, 
in tho interest of dealers in American 
Watches, it became necessary to adopt a 
plan of selling, showing tho buyer exactly 
how much Gold each case contained. 

To avoid imposition, purchasers of Wal- 
tham Watches will observe that every 
genuine watch, whether gold or silvor, 
bears our trade mark on both case and 
movement. Gold cases are stampod "A. 
W. Co.," and guarantee certificates ac- 
company them. Silver cases are stamped 
"A. M. Watch Co., Waltham, Mass., 
sterling silver," and are accompanied by 
guarantee certificates, signed R. E. Bob- 
bins, treasurer. The name "Waltham " 
is plainly engraved upon all movements, 
irrespective of either distinguishing marks. 
This caution is rendered necessary by rea- 
son of the fact that our cases are frequent- 
ly separated from our movements, and 
put upon worthless movements of other 
makers and vice versa, thus affecting in- 
juriously the performance of the watches, 
and vitiating our guarantee, which is in- 
tended to cover only our complete 
watches wholly made by us. It is neces- 
sary also, because it is so notorious as to 
be ii public scandal that there is great 
fraud in the metal quality of both gold 
and silver cases as uow generally sold. 
Wo have demonstrated by frequont assays 
that many gold and silver cases offered in 
the market are debased from 10 to 20 per 
cent, from the quality they assume to be. 
This is a fraud upon the purchaser, and 
accounts for the low price at which ouch 
cased watches have been sold. — American 
Watch Companv, Waltham, Mass. dw 

Smuggling in Now Brunswick. 

A LAI a (Me.), October 4.— This 
morning, imimdiately after opening, a 
large number of dry goods linns very 
near the New Brunswick end of the 
bridge crossing the river at the head of 
navigation were raided by Dominion 
customs officers, and a large amount of 
goods secured. Steamers have been 
bringing unusually heavy consign- 
ments, and it is supposed the Domin- 
ion Government has had detectives 
stationed in this city since the opening 
of the fall trade.
